M erk collects m ilitary m inia­ 
tu re s —n o t toy so ld ie rs.

eighths inch) figures by hand.

The Rush County official Bicentennial Community kick­ 
off dinner was a well planned affair. It was not only great 
fun to see guests dressed in costumes reminiscent of 
Rushville IOO years ago but to turn the clock back and 
realize how much has happened during the past two 
hundred years. 
During the past two hundred years, out country has 
opened a whole new concept of marvels. We have radios, 
television, 
computers, 
nylon, 
motion pictures, 
the 
automobile, air service around the world penicillin, heart 
pacers, and a method of freezing food that preserves the 
flavor and allows food to be shipped in safety. 
If anyone had told our forefathers that someday we 
would be going to the moon, they would have been laughed 
at. Air conditioned houses, automatic heat controls for 
furnaces, tractors, discs, combines that will do in one day 
what 
our .forefathers 
spent 
days 
accomplishing. 
Bulldozers, atomic fuel, hybrid seed, prefab houses, a 
network of limited access highways now connect our 
country from coast to coast. 
One hundred years ago President Ulysses S. Grant 
dedicated an International Exhibition Hall. At the time 
the steam boat and the train were the latest mode of 
transportation. Visitors to the Hall were amazed to see 
machinery made of iron. Instead of the spinning wheel, 
they saw a machine to spin and weave and made 
decorations. They saw machines to cut and saw logs, 
pump water. For the first time they saw a steam engine— 
the biggest and most powerful in the world. 
In 1876, America was coming of age. For the first time 
the United States led the world in the number of patents 
issued, technology was eliminating many long and tedious 
jobs. Seven years ago there had not even been a trans­ 
continental railroad and on the sea, steam powered boats 
were only recently replacing the sailing ships that had 
previously been used to transport merchandise from 
continent to continent. The “horseless carriage” has yet 
to come. How surprised those Rush County ancestors 
would be to find that today the aeroplanes are taking over 
the travel service in America and that it is now possible to 
have breakfast in New York, lunch in Chicago, and dinner 
in San Francisco. 
These mechanical marvels have certainly changed our 
way of life. One hundred years ago, farm ers were im­ 
pressed with the steam powered thresher separator that 
could thresh and clean wheat. They were impressed with 
the wonders of an arc lamp that burned electricity instead 
of gas or oil. They saw a Singer sewing machine powered 
by a foot treadle instead of a hand turned wheel. There 
was also something that looked like a sewing machine 
worked with a foot treadle but typed our words on a page. 
Mark Twain bought one for $125 and used it to type Tom 
Sawyer and thus became the first author to turn out a 
typewritten manuscript. 
We have certainly come a long way these past two 
hundred years—but the big surprise would be to the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence to find that the 
document which they worked out is still working and that 
this country is not only a world power but still a 
democracy.

We remain one of the few 
countries in the world without 
some form of com pulsory 
military training. Traditionally, 
we depend on augmenting a 
small standing armed force 
with part-time warriors in time 
of need, and it has worked. 
Victories were always ours until 
we divorced command decisions 
from the battlefields and in­ 
jected them into the political 
arena. 
With the “all-volunteer” force 
remaining small from economic 
necessity, even more depen­ 
dence must be placed on trained 
reserve forces, able to respond 
to emergencies quickly. The 
National Guard is an important 
part of such plans, and proper 
training essential to fulfill their 
mission. 
To deny the Guard essential 
training and tools 
is 
short 
sighted 
and 
dangerous 
economy. Last year, the Indiana 
Guard curtailed training at the 
height of the fuel shortage. 
Summ er training schedules 
were changed to concentrate on 
small unit training, staggered 
into 
increm ents 
to 
m ake 
maximum use of minimum 
area. Camp Atterbury is about 
one-third of the size of Camp 
G rayling, Michigan, nearest 
available large training area. 
At the time, Hoosiers were 
advised it would be essential to 
return to larger training areas 
to retain proficiency. This year, 
the Indiana Guard will return to 
Michigan between August 2 and 
16, and operate as a Divisional 
unit. 
Already .some short-sighted - 
citizens are decrying the use of 
fuel to move the convoy and the 
helicopters, essential fighting 
tools of a 
modern 
arm y. 
Frequently, such critics ex­ 
pound conservation theories 
from decks of gas-guzzling 
boats floating on lakes they 
reached 
in 
air-conditioned 
limousines. 
The Indiana National guard is 
doing a good job, and will 
continue to do so. In every test 
against full-time units, the 
weekend warriors have equaled 
or 
surpassed 
in 
com bat 
readiness performances. 
When the “draft-club” was 
removed as a threat, many 
wondered if the Guard could 
retain strength. Indiana was one 
of the few states to put together 
a 
successful 
recruitm ent 
program , based upon hard 
work. When enrollments were 
based upon avoiding the draft, 
there were long waiting lists to 
join the Guard, and Indiana 
ranked about 37th in the nation 
in recruitment. 
Selective Service was put into 
mothballs and the waiting lists 
disappeared. 
The 
Indiana 
Guard launched an intensified 
recruitment program and led 
the nation from November, 1974, 
until March, 1975. Now at 112 
percent of authoried strength, 
the state was nudged out of first 
place by Florida with 1,467 over 
the authorized total of nearly 
7,000. Indiana has 11,700 enlisted 
for the six year service. 
Working with organizations 
representing minority groups, 


from only token representation, 
there are now 460 blacks, 330 
females and 41 representatives 
of 
other 
m inority 
groups 
enrolled. 
Females can enter under a 
“ civilian 
acquired 
skill” 
p r o g r a m , 
r e d u c i n g 
requirements for basic training 
from 4 to 6 weeks to 2 weeks and 
two week end training sessions 
at Camp Atterbury. They are 
called 
“Guardswomen,” and 
job opportunities have been 
expended to every field except 
combat assignments such as 
carrying arm s on “ guard- 
duty.” 
In 1973, only two women were 
included in summer camp, and 
housing had to be provided at 
the local Holiday Inn. Camp 
Grayling has completed several 
permanent buildings to house 
troops, and it is hoped women 
can remain in the same areas 
with their units. There is a 
precedent, since Fort Harrison 
has both men and women 
assigned to private rooms in the 
same barracks buildings. 
Indiana was a trial state in a 
recent move to place payrolls 
Army computers. It was suc­ 
cessful, and other states will be 
included. It resulted in monthly 
payment for service starting in 
May, rather 
than quarterly 
payment as in the past. This 
permits Guardsmen to budget 
their extra-earned income for 
monthly bill payments. 
Enlistment is for 6 years, 
although many would like to see 
it shortened. A recruit receives 
8 weeks of basic training which 
includes one week processing, 
at a regular Army installation. 
He is then sent for Advanced 
Individual Training in job 
specialities, returning home to 
regular employment after less 
than six 
months. 
Continued 
training consists of one week­ 
end drill each month and the two 
week summer camp.

Crunch Has Exhausted 
Benefits For Jobless

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Unemployment 
benefits 
for 
50,000 
laid-off 
workers 
will 
expire at the end of June, 
Labor Department data showed 
today. 
“Regardless of what Con­ 
gress does to extend benefits, 
these workers have exhausted 
their unemployment insuran­ 
ce,” a department spokesman 
told UPI. 
The number of workers with 
expiring benefits will rise more 
sharply in July, the spokesman 
said, unless the recession ends 
and industry begins to hire 
again. 
Although a bill is pending in 
the Senate to extend unemploy­ 
ment benefits another 26 weeks 
to 65 weeks, workers in some 
states with progressive jobless 
programs will have consumed 
their maximum insurance bene­ 
fits by June 30. 
Those whose whose benefits 
will be used up are mainly in 


Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Massachusetts and Cali­ 
fornia. 
There 
is 
a 
double 
blow 
waiting for unemployed auto 
workers, whose supplemental 
benefits from Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors also are 
beginning to dry up. 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, who has been critical of 
administration attempts to get 
workers back on the job, has 
predicted an “avalanche” of 
mortgage 
foreclosures 
when 
benefits expire. 
But some banks and savings 
associations are adopting poli­ 
cies to try to keep unemployed 
workers afloat 
even 
though 
their jobless benefits are gone.

Killing Prefontaine

Steve Prefontaine, the United 
States’ prem ier distance runner 
and

American records, was drunk 
when he died in the crash of his 
sports car, an autopsy showed 
today. 
Dr. Edward Wilson, assistant 
Lane County medical examiner, 
said the former University of 
Oregon star and Olympian had 
a blood alcohol level of .16 of I 
per cent. Under Oregon law, a 
person with a level of 
IO is 
regarded as intoxicated. 
The colorful and controversial 
Prefontaine, 24, was alone in 
his convertible Friday when it 
veered over the center line of a 
Eugene street, jumped a curb, 
sm ashed into a stone em bank­ 
ment and flipped over, pinning 
him beneath the vehicle. 
Dr. Wilson said Prefontaine’s 
death was caused by a form of 
suffocation. He said the ath­ 
lete’s chest was com pressed by 
the weight of the car making it 
impossible for him to breathe. 
“He couldn’t have lived for 
more than a 
m inute 
under 
those c irc u m sta n c es, and he 
suffered no other injuries that 
would have caused his death 
them selves,” he said.

hearing 
in 
Juvenile 
Court. 
“ She’s in shock,” said her 
attorney. “You can imagine 
what she has gone through.” 
Mrs. Child and her husband 
William, 36, rushed out Thurs­ 
day afternoon to get blood tests 
and other medical examinations 
to show 
they could be the 
parents of the 8-month-old girl. 


Such tests can prove only that 
they are possibly the parents, 
or that they are not, but cannot 
prove that they are. 
In the courtroom , Mrs. Childs 
again saw Norma Armistead, 
44, the obstetrical nurse detec­ 
tives said tricked Mrs. Childs 
out of her baby. The case cam e 
to light when Mrs. Armistead 
was a rre ste d la st m onth on 
charges of stabbing to death a 
pregnant woman and cutting 
the unborn infant —which lived 
—from the victim ’s body. 
Detectives 
said 
the 
nurse 
appeared to have an “inordi­ 
nate desire” for babies. 
The heavyset nurse was led 
into the courtroom wearing a 
muu-muu and handcuffs. 
Police said they believe the 
baby 
girl 
found 
at 
M rs. 
Arm istead’s Hollywood home 
after her arrest was born to 


Mrs. Childs last September in a 
private room at Kaiser hos­ 
pital, where Mrs. Arm istead 
worked. In violation of hospital 
rules requiring notification of a 
Iphysician when women go into 
the final stages of labor, Mrs. 
Armistead apparently delivered 
the child 
herself, detectives 
said. 


Mrs. Childs said she was 
shown a dead infant and told it 
was hers —stillborn. Detectives 
said Mrs. Arm istead apparently 
got possession of a fetus that 
had died nine days before. 


She was arrested May 17 on 
charges 
of 
killing 
Kathryn 
Viramontes, 
28, 
a 
medical 
assistant at the hospital. Mrs. 
Viramontes, nine months preg­ 
nant, was stabbed to death in 
her home and the unborn child 
cut from her body.

The AMC recall left just 616 of 
its 24,000 hourly workers on 
open-ended layoffs. 
Ford Motor Co. planned to

today.

outlook 
is 
good 
until 
m id su m m er 
vacations 
and 
changeovers. 
The 
industry 
has 
set 
an 
output target of 632,000 cars for 
June. Despite lagging sales, 
that figure is the highest for the 
year —reinforcing a trend of 
climbing output every month 
since March. 
Production at that rate in 
June would be just 4 per cent 
below the sam e month 
last 
year. 
Layoffs this week stood at 
162,525 indefinite and 200 off the 
job at scattered Ford m anufac­ 
turing operations —the lowest 
since the week of Dec. 9. 
GM said its indefinite layoffs 
will drop to 102,000 by the end 
of May, com pared with a peak 


of 137,000 in late February. 
Long-term layoffs at Chrysler 
are down to 36,750, the lowest 
since the first week of January 
but still more than 30 per cent 
of its hourly work force. 


At AMC, attrition accounted 
for the small drop in idled 


hourly workers. 
GM’s 24 car and truck plants 
will be operating for the lith 
straight week, while Chrysler 
will be in full operation for a 
fifth week.
